Washington, August 23.—(Special.)— 
Tbe most significant feature of today’s 
debate upon the silver question in the 
house Was the stirring appeals of two of 

the stanchest democratic leader in favor 
of party action and party unity. Mr. 
Hatch, of Missouri, and Judge Turner, of 
_(eorgia, were the men who urged this 
upon their fellow democrats. Mr. Hatch 
advocated a caucus of democrats of the 
house and senate to interpret the Chicago 
platform—-every man of whom would pledge 
“his life, fortune and his sacred honor” to 
abide by the decision. Mr. Turner spoke 
forcibly in the same strain. 

In speaking in this strain, Messrs. Hatch 
and Turner but voiced the sentiment of 
the strongest and most conservative leaders 
of the party. They know that the party 
will be heid responsible for whatever action 
the house takes and they say that it will 
be nothing less than suicide to permit the 
repubican minority to shape legislation, 
especially on this all important question. 
There is a strong sentiment in favor of 
a democratic caucus to discuss and take 


action on financial legfslation, 
sentiment is increasing every day. 
Jvace Turner’s Able Speech. 


Whatever Judge Turner says is of interest 
to the house. But today he was listened 
to as few of those have been who 
have spoken on the subject now  be- 
fore congress, He spoke for only 
twenty minutes, but succeeded = in 
saying mote in that time than the majority 
of those who have preceded him did in 
three or four hours. When he arose there 
were very few members in the house, but 
before he had been talking for more than 
five minutes the democratic side of the 
house was filled and a flattering number 
of republicans were on their side of the 
aisle. He spoke with an eloquence and 
fire unusual to him in the ordinary talks in 
which he enters. His speech was con- 
siantly broken in upon by applause from his 
compeers and the galleries alike. 

He urged unity in the democratic party 
and said that he would like to see the dem- 
ocrats get together by themselves and set- 
tle this question and in doing so show the 
country that the party had not undertaken 
something it was unable to perform. 

In closing he left off the peroration which 
has been the. bane of the speeches so far, 
but his last s@ntence was as simple, strong 
and dignified as the judge himself. Appar- 
ently in the middle of a strong argument 
when the attention of the house was riveted 
upon him, he closed quickly, saying with 
a gracious bow to the house: “This is all 
I have to say on the subject, Mr. Speaker.” 
The effect Was a little startling at first, 
but as he sat down the chamber rang with 
applause. 

Mr. Turher added that he would vote 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law; but he would also vote 
for the free coinage of silver at the highest 
ratio proposed. But he did not believe 
that either the repeal of the purchasing 
clause or the free coinage of silver would 
restore confidence. It was also necessary 
for the péople and for the bankers of New 
York to show a great deal of patriotism. 
He believed that the genius of the coun- 
try would be equal to every emergency. 

A Movement Toward a Caucus. 

A wide diversity of opinion exists among 
the silvér nen of the house concerning the 
several proposed amendments to uncon- 
ditiona] repeal. Some favor 16 to 1 change 
of ratio and say they will not vote for any 
other propdsition, while others say they 
will vote for an increased change of ratio 
but will not vote for the present standard. 
A movemertit is on foot tonight to secure 
the holding of another caucus some time 
this week for ifie purpose of getting the 
Yarious factions among the silver men to- 
gether.

The state Bank Tax. 


Colonel Lester is primed with a bill which 
he will introduce just as soon as the vote 
it taken on the repeal bill. It is a bill to 
repeal the 10 per cent tax law on state 
banks. If this bill does not go through, 
he stands ready with a compromise. He 
will offer one suspending the tax for six 
months. Colonel Lester has great hope of 
getting one of these bills through the house. 

Aas to the ‘ariff Mili. 

The ways and means committee met this 
morning and organized. There was noth- 
ing of interest donc, but there is consid- 
erable speculation as to whether hearing» 
will be allowed while the bill is being fram- 
ed. Several of the members were seen and 
while no action was taken on that subject, 
still they do not think that hearings wil 
be permitted. They said that sufficient 
data were stored up during the framing of 
the Mills and MelkXinley bills to furnish 
all information necessary to a bill such as 
the platform promised and the country de- 
manded. To have this work so constantly 
broken in upon by hearings, will only retard 
the matter and keep the present laws % 
operation that much longer. 

Senator Gordun’s Vote. 

Notwithstanding Senator Gordon’s ‘Un- 
hesitating and emphatic repudiation of the 
statement which was generaily printed be- 
fore his arrival in Washington that he 
would act with the senate democratic min- 
ority agreeing with the policy outlined in 
the president’s message, he is being again 
counted that way by those who are prepar- 
ing advance records of the senate’s vote. 

Just on what this is based is not known, 
and jit certainly must do Senator Gordon 
an injustice, for he could not hhve been 
more earnest in his repudiation of the po- 
sition to which he had been assigned by 
the northern papers than he was when he 
declared on arriving in Washington that 
such a classification was preposterous and 
that he would stand flat footed on the 
democratic platform. He authorized the 
announcement that while he favored the 
repeal of the Sherman law, he would not 
vote for it unless coupled with some satis- 
factory legislation, giving assurance that 
the repeal of the Sherman law would not 
mean the instant throwing of the finances 
of the country to a gold basis. 

The southern senators, since Senator 
Gordon’s positive announcement made scv- 
eral days ago, have never questioned but 
that he would act with the majority of his 
party in the senate, nor do they question 
it now. However, the other side assert 
that he will vote with them, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that all of the northern papers 
have dropped his name from the list of 
those who can be counted on to act with the 
republican minority in the matter of finan- 
cial legislation. Of course since his an- 
nouncement, made on the day that he ar- 
rived in Washington, that such a classifi- 
cation was unauthorized, they had nothing 
to do but stop counting on him that way. 

Just why the goldbug wiseacres are again 
claiming him is not known. The Georgia 
congressmen say that he will act in har- 
mony with the Georgia delegation and with 
Senator Colquitt.

Notes from the Capita!. 

Washington, August 23.—Assistant Secre- 
ary Curtis hes instructed special treasury 
agents to construe as liberally as possible the 
laws as to the packing of cotton on passen- 
ger st@amers. Theso instructions have been 
sent out as 2 result of a recent hearing ona 
the subject by a delegation representing Mis- 
sissippi river Interests. 

In making a request of the members of the 
committce on ways and means today for an 
expression of their opinion of the method 
of procedure to be followed by the committee, 
Chairman Wilson intimated his expectation 
that no tariff legislation would be considered 
at the present session of congress and tbat a 
recess would be taken from the middle or last 
of September until the date for the meeting 
of the regular session in December. 

Six hundred and thirty-six thousand ounces 
of silver were offered for sale to the treasury 
department today at prices ranging from 76 
ce_ts to 76 3-4 cents an ounce. The whole 
amount was declined at the prices asked and 
7 1-4 cents tendered. The London price of 
silver today was .7660 for immediate deliv- 
ery. 


IN THE SENATE. 


The Routine of the Day’s Proceedings in 
the Upper House. 

Washington, August 23.—In the senate Mr. 
Pasco gave notice of his subsiitute to Mr. 
Vest’s minority bill for silver coinage at the 
ratio of 20 to 1. The substitute proposes a 
commission of three citizens of the United 
States to be appointed by the president to 
ascertain and determine by the ist of January 
next a fair and just ratio between the actual 
intrinsic value of silver and gold as a basis 
for the free coinage of silver. After the fre- 
suit is reported to the secretary of the treas- 
ury; the weight of pure and standard silver 


to be contained in dollars, halves, quarters* 


and dimes is to be fixed and determined by 
tim, and silver is to be coined. The resolu- 
tion offered yesterday by Mr. Peffer, of. 
Kaneas, inquiring of the secretary of the 
treasuty as to the conduct of national banks 
on refusing 10 pay promptly in currency the 
checks of their depositors was taken up, 
and a motion to refer it to the committee 
on finance was made by Mr. Hoar. The mo- 
tion gave rise to a long and somewhat excited 
discussion, in which Messrs. Voorhees, Gor- 
man and MePherson favored the reference.

York. opposed it. The discussion of Mr. 
Hoar’s motion was cut off by the expiration 
of the morning hour and the resolution went 
over without action.

Yellow Jack Claims an Infant as Its 
Third Victim at Brunswick. 


THE DOCTORS STILL TALK HOPEFULLY 


But Read Between the Lines It Is 
Clear That the City Is Infected, 


AND FROST IS THREE MONTHS OFF. 


The Relief Committee Appeals for Aid, and 
the Country Must Respond Gener- 
ously or the Poor Will Starve. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
One more case of yellow fever was reported 
today. It was the infant of Mrs. Bertha 
Cox. No more suspicious cases are re 
ported. The distress here is terrible. A 
stricken community shut off from the out- 
side world, our factories closed, the homes 
deserted, stores barred and the people have 
fled. Those of the poor who remain here 
are suffering for their daily bread. Help 
must come and that quickly, or death from 
want and starvation will claim more than 
the fever. To the American people and the 
United States government the poor of 
Brunswick look for the food that will keep 
them alive. 

An Appeal for Aid. 

Appreciating the necessity of prompt 
aid the following message has been sent 
to Washington addressed to Senators Gor- 
don and Colquitt, Speaker Crisp, Hon. H. 
G. Turner and all of the members of the 
Georgia delegation jn congress: 

The situation here is distressing. We are 
shut off from the outside world. Starvation 
stares the poor people in the dace. The 
refugees, the ordinary bread winners, with 
their families, have left the city without 
means. About four thomsand yMple are 
left in the city unable to procure supplies. 
There is immediate need of provisions and 
money, and time is an important element. 
We appeal in behalf of a stricken people for 
immediate aid and confidently rely upon the 
heart of the great american people and the 
government to respond.

Kegular Trains ttave Stopped. 

The last train on the East Tennessee left 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon, carrying many 
people. Unless the schedule is rearranged 
no more regular passenger trains will go 
over this road. Both the East Tennessee 
and the Brunswick and Western officials 
have. done all in their power to~get the 
people’ away. Mayor Lamb did right in 
urging the people to leave. The cropping 
out of fever in different portions of the 
city indicates that it is in the atmosphere, 
although an epidemic is not feared. 

Never before and never again will char- 
ity be more urgently needed. Brunswick 
asks the press to take this up and that 
those Brunswickians who are now here and 
too poor to leave may be relieved from suf- 
fering and starvation. Brunswick has re- 
frained from asking aid until now, trusting 
that her sore affliction could be kept to her- 
self. But now the appeal has gone forth 
and it is believed will be responded to. 

Harris Is Conscious. 

At 6 o’clock tonight Harris was resting 
quietly and was conscious. Miss Clemin- 
son, manager of the Western Union, and 
Operators Cater and Finnis are sticking 
to their posts and bravely sending and re- 
All the physicians and 
surgeons are working earnestly to relieve 
the suffering, and if help will be sent the 
distress will not be so great. 

Grateful to Atlanta. 

The heartfelt gratitude of a stricken peo- 
ple flying from the terror of a dread disease 
goes forth to the officials and people of At- 
lanta for so nobly inviting them to their 
home. If ever a people needed. comfort 
and cheer those that left Brunswick do, 
and, in the future, if Atlanta desires 
Brunswick's aid in any trouble, no people 
will respond mére promptly than those who 
have been so cordially welcomed to their 
midst in this their hour of need. 

Report of the Doctors.

A ROW IN COLUMBUS. 


Four Members of the Board of Health Re- 
signed About the Quarantine. 
Columbus, Ga., August . 28.—This 
city is filled up with refugees from 
Lrunswick and a_ serious disagreament 
has oecurred between the board of health 
and the city council. Yesterday imme 
diately upon the announcement — that 
another case of yellow fever had appeai 
in Brunswick, the board of health met. 
and recommended that quarantine be es- 
tablished. At a meeting the. 


y Gta. ae 


the board of health met and four of the 
six members decided to tender their resig- 
nations at onee. The four are leading 
physicians of the city and are naturally 
indignant at the manner in which their 
recommendations were treated. They con- 
sided that it was prudential to quarantine 
although not at all alarmed or apprehen- 
sive. If fever should occur amongst the 
refugees here a fearful responsibility will 
rest upon the council. The city is healthy 
and ther may be no danger, but many 
citizens think the advice of the board of 
health should have been adopted. One 
member is absent from the city. It is 
not known whether he will resign. The 
other member, who is city physician, will 
not resign and now constitutes the board 
of health all by himself. 


WAYCROSS ACTS PROMPTLY. 


The Council Declares Quarantine—Faith of 
the People in the Town. 

Waycross, Ga., August 23.—(Special.) 
The city council and board of health held 
a joint meeting yesterday. The object of 
the meeting was to decide whether or not 
the city should establish a rigid quarantine 
against Brunswick aud Port Tampa. May- 
or Knight stated that he had received a 
telegram from Mayor McDonough, of Sa- 
vannah, late last night saying that if Way- 
cross’ permitted the headquarters of the 
officials of the Brunswick and Western 
railroad to be removed to this place or 
allowed any of the refigees from Brunswick 
to come here, that; Savannah would at 
once establish a quarantine against this 
city. He said that he had wired Mayor 
McDonough that Wafeross would establish 
a quarantine against Brunswick and Port 
Tampa this morning, believing that it was 
the proper course for him to pursue in the 
matter. An oflicer informed the mayor that 
a train contajaing about fifty retugees 
from Brunswick was on the main line of 
the Brunswick and. Western road, and that 
they desired to be transferred to different 
points on the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railroad. The mayor ordered that the 
train shonld not be allowed to stop in 
the city, but required that it should leave 
at once. It was decided that five men be 
employed as inspectors to meet all the 
trains coming into this place and to com- 
pel all passengers from yellow fever dis- 
tricts to be detained in quarantine for 
ten days before allowing them to enter the 
city. The council decided that a_ rigid 
quarantiné should be established against 
Brunswick aad Port Tampa at once. May- 
or Knight was instructed to wire Surgeon 
General Wyman of the action taken by 
council and to request that the government 
establish quarantine camps between Bruns- 
wick and Woeaveross and between Port 
Tampa and Waycross. 


AS TIGHT AS WAX. 


Macon’s Quarantine Will Keep the Refugees 
at a Safe Distance. 

Macm, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—This 
city has declared quarantine against Tampe. 
Passenges on all trains on the East Tennes- 
see, the Georgia Southern, and the Southwest- 
ern railroads will be reqnired to have health 
certificates before they can enter Macon. 
Dr. Keenan Hall, chairman of tlie board of 
health, has issued thé following order: ‘Ali 
quarantine officers will theroughly inspect all 
trains passing the point at which they are sta- 
tioned and require all ‘passengers to show 
health certificates, which certificates must be 
evidence that the hold4gs thereof have been 
not less than eight -@¢a¥s absent from any 
point against which the city of Macon is quar- 
untined. All passengers failing to show such 
certificates will be reported to the conductor 
of the train on which he ve she may be, and 
the conductor notified in the presence of the 
passenger, and the passenger himself or her- 
self notified clearly that on no conditions will 
they be allowed to enter the city of Macon, 
nor will any baggage be allowed to be put 
off, and any person attempting to land when 
the trains stop for inspecting officers without 
the limits of the city Macon, will be arrested 
and dealt with to the limit of the law. (Sign- 
ed.) Keenan Hall, M. D., Chairman Boara 
of Health.” 

Maeon has placed two quarantine officers a. 
each of the following places to inspect teains 
in eouformity with the above orders: Cockran, 
on the East Tennessee; Cordele, on the Geor- 
gin Southern, and Fort Valley, on the South- 
western. 


MILLEDGEVILLE [SNOT AFRAID. 


But She May Put On a Quarantine to Keep 
in Touch, 

Milledgeville, Ga., August 23.—(Special.) 
The board of health met here this even- 
ing to consider the advisability of institu- 
ting a quarantine against Brunswick but 
adjourned without action until the fever be- 
comes epidemic. The climatic conditions 
have prevented the spread of yellow fever 
here in, the past wheb cases were brought 
from other citfes, and should a quarantine 
be established, it will be to prevent 1s0- 
lation by the quarantine of the towns 
around and not from fear of the fever. 

Not Allowed to Go Home. : 
Augusta, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 

Ancusta has a strict quarantine against 
Brunswick. Tampa and other towns In- 
fected with yellow fever. Inspector Wil- 
liams on the Georgia road this morning 
stopped Mr. J. Wamberly, of Per- 
kins Junction, Gia., who came from Bruns- 
wick and put him off a train at Thompson. 
Mr. Wamberly was trying to make his 
way back home. The city sanitary laws 
are being strictly enforced and the city 
seavenger has been reported to fhe recorder 
for failing to remoye trash from the streets 
in some parts of the city. 
Must Have a Clean Bill. 

Albany, Ga., August 238 .—(Special. — 
Brunswick’s second case of yellow fever 
and the tremendous exodus from there 
in consequence, has had the effect of putting 
Albany under a rigid quarantine. Every 
train entering the city is quarantined and 
no one allowed to enter the city without 
a health certificate. The city council has 
likewise passed an ordinance prohibiting 
fish, shrimps, crabs, etc., from export points 
enteing the city. Quarantine 1s on 
in Albany with a vengeance. 

Turned Back from Cordele. 
Cordele, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
he quarantine regulations are being 

strictly enforced. Officers meet all tratIis 
4nd no one is allowed to stop in Cordele 
who is not known to have. been absent 
from the yellow fever cities for ten days. 
Quite a number have been turned back to- 
day. A mass meeting of citizens this 
morning passed resolutions approving the 
action of the @#ty council In quarantining. 
Savannah’« Quarantine. 

Savannah, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—The

“Resoived, ‘That all passengers coming to 
the city of Savannah shall prove to the in- 
spectors on all incoming trains positively 
and celarly that le, she or they have not 
been in the city of Brunswick, or had any di- 
rect connection therewith for the past twenty 
days. Inspectors shaii require certificates 

-of the disinfection of all baggage coming 
from Brunswick. Said disinfection must have 
been done at least ten days prior to the ad- 
thission of said baggage into the city.

John Price, Who Assaulted Dora Bishop, 
Is Under Arrest. 


FRIENDS WILL TRY T0 SAVE HIM 


Walter Reeves, His Partner in Crime, 
Was Released by the Justice. 


EXCITEMENT IN FAYETTE COUNTY. 


Hundreds of Citizens Arrayed on LHither 
Side, and There Is Danger ofa Fight 
Over the Prisoner. 


Fayetteville, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
John Price, who, with Walter Reeves, as- 
saulted Miss Dora Bishop near here two 
weeks ago; has been arrested in Cullman 
county, Alabama. 

Sheriff Hewell, of Fayette county, has 
gone to Alabama for Price. The people 
of this community are indignant and the 
chances are that Price will be lynched if 
he is brought here. 

The relatives and friends of the girl are 
very mad over the release of Reeves, who 
was arrested and tried before Magistrate 
Carson and discharged. They threaten to 
lynch Price as soon as he jis brought here, 
and he has friends who declare that he 
shall not be lynched. There is imminent 
danger of a collision between the two fac- 
tions when the prisoner arrives, if not be 
fore. Two hundred men are engaged on 
one side or the other. Fiery speeches have 
been made. Fayette’s best citizens are 
ranged on either side. 

Dora Bishop lives at Brooks's station, 
six miles from here and probably fifteen 
miles from Griffin. On Sunday night, Au- 
gust 6th, John Price, a young man of her 
acquaintance, called to take her tomchurch, 
she having an engagement with him. He 
went in a buggy. She started off with him 
for chureh. After going some distance 
she says that Price stopped his horse in a 
clump of woods. Walter Reeves came out 
of the shadow and the two young men to- 
gether took her forcibly from the buggy, 
carried her into the woods and both as- 
saulted her. Price had a pistol which he 
flourished at her and threatened to kill her 
if she told. He then took her back home. 
The next day she was ill and crying all day. 
Her mother finally learned from -her the 
story of the outrage. Warrants were sworn 
out for Reeves and Price. The latter fled. 
Reeves was caught and on Wednesday 
after the crime was given a hearing before 
Justice Carson,.who js-a cousin of Prive. 
Miss Bishop teStified as to the assault. 
Reeves said nothing at all. Carson dis- 
charged Reeves, saying that if the girl had 


been so treated as she etated she would 
’ will recommend. 


have told her parents when she got home. 

The action of the magistrate incensed the 
community and a few days later a card 
signed by the representative men of the 
section was sent to The Constitution pro- 
testing against the magistrate’s decision. 
It was declared in the card that Carson 
either had made up his mind in advance or 
was ignorant. : , 

Reeves left the community soon after 
being acquitted, for there was talk of 
lynching, although he had been released 
from custody. The feeling against Price 
was even stronger than against Reeves, 
for he had taken the leading part in dis- 
gracing the girl whose family, though poor, 
stands well. She has the reputation of 
being a good, virtuous young woman and 
was the victim of a dastardly plot. 

Price made his way over to Alabama, but 
an energetic search was kept up for him, 
Sheriff Hewell is due to arrive here tomor- 
row with the prisoner, and then there is 
strong probability of trouble.

BOIES RENOMINATED 


for the Governorshipof lowa—The Platform 
Adopted. 

Des Moines, Io., August 23.—The democrat- 
ic state convention today nominated Govern- 
or Bois by acclamation and lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Bestow on the first ballot. 

After Governor Bois had been renominated 
by acclamation the committee on resolutions 
reported a platform of which the following 
is a part: 

“We declare our confidence in the admin- 
istration of Grover Cleveland, president of 
the United States. We have faith in his 
wisdom, honesty and ability to lead the coun- 
try out of the bogs into which it has been 
plunged by the unwise and corrupt class 
legislation of the republican parity and to 
briag about an era of national and individual 
prosperity. 

“The present unfortunate financial strin- 
gency is the direct legacy of a republican ad- 
ministration. It is the logical result of the 
McKinley tariff, of the Sherman siver law, 
of fostering trusts, of legisiation of the 
avowed benefit of classes against the masses, 
of the preference of the rich over fhe poor 
and of corrupt bossism. It is these things 
which have combined to shake credit. to 
ferment distrust, to paralyze business and to 
create panic. 

“We reiterate our devotion to the cause of 
tariff reform set forth in the platform adopt- 
ed by the democratic national convention 
at Chicago in 1892: and we urge congress to 
give the country early relief, having in view 
a2 permanent, stable, honest and equitabie 
revenue system. 

“We denounce the republican legislation 
Sherman act of 1890 as a 
cowardly makeshift, which has brought the 


‘present financial perils and troubles upon us, 


and demand the immediate repeal of the sil- 
ver purchase clause thereof. and with the 
national democratic convention of 1892 we 
hold to the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country and the coin- 
age of both cold and silver without discrimi- 
nating against either metal or charge for 
mintage, but that the dollar unit of coinage 
of both metals must be of 1 intrinste 
and exchangeable value. or djusted 


shall be kept at par with and redeemabie in 
such coin. We insist upon this policy as es- 

ecially necessary for the protection of the 
armers and laboring classes, the first and 
most defenseless victims of unstable money 
and a fluctuating currency. Pending a final 
settlement and adjustment of the monetary 
question we express full faith in the wisdom 
of the present democratic congress to enact 
‘such legislation as will best meet the re- 
quirements of the country. 

“And as a partial reparation for the unjust 
confiscation of private property caused by the 
prohibitory law we favor such legistation as 
will permit the manufacture of spirituous 
and vinous jiquors within the state, thereby 
giving to our own people at least equal rights 
in this respect with the manufacturers of 
other states.” 


ARE DECLARED BASELESS. 


The Siories That President Cleveland Has 
Bright’s Disease. 

Washington, August 23.—Private Secretary 

Thurber, when asked this morning regarding 


{ the report that the president was suffering 


from Bright’s disease, unhesitatingly stated 
that there was absolutely no truth in the 
report, and when asked as to his general 
health stated that there was nothing organic 
the matter with the president. When he left 
Washington it was under the advice of those 
who take a great personal interest in his wel- 
fare simply because he wanted the recupera- 
tion which his arduous duties of the past six 
months had made necessary, and to fit him 
to again assume the exacting cares of his 
official position. Mr. Thurber added that the 
president needed what any man, however Vig- 
orous, must require when overtaxed. Mr. 
Thurber received a letter only yesterday from 
the president, in which he stated that he was 
rapidly gaining strength and vigor. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin, who has just 
returned from Gray Gables, bringing with 
him a number of official appointments for in- 
ternal revenue collectors in Kentucky and 
West Virginia, states that the president seem- 
ed to be in the best of health and pronounces 
as absurd the stories to the contrary. 

Secretary Lamont, who also has been quite 
recently in tthe president’s society, said: 
‘‘These stories are absolutely baseless. The 
president is as sound as any one, but, like 
everybody else, he needs rest occasicnally. 
His physicians have said that he has no or- 
ganic trouble of any kind.”

ANTI-SILVER CLAIMS. 


What the Cancus of Silver Opponents 
Claim. 

Washington, August 23.—At a meeting this 
afternoon of the executive commiitee of the 
aiti-silver men in the house the final figures 
were presented of the pull om the question 
contained in the bills now pending. One of 
the members stated that if the friends of free 
ceinage could concentrate their whole strength 
upen any one of the ratios, the majority 
against it would be 38. But as this is con- 
ccdedly impracticable, there being some who 
will vote in favor of retaining the present ratio 
of 16 to 1 who will not support a change to 
20 to 1. and some who will vote for 20 to 1 
who will eppose 16 to 1, the majority against 
either one will be upwards of 50. When it 
comes to the raked question of repeal or no 
1epeal as presented in the Wilson bill, the 
member stated that the majority in favor of 
its passage will be at Jeast 75. 

In view of the numerous requests for time 
in which to speak in the house on the silver 
question, an effort is making to secure Aa 
further modification of the order regulating 
the dis¢ussion so as to confine the operation 
of the five-minute rule to Thursday alone, 
giving Friday and Saturday to general debate. 
In the seven-bour session tomorrow over 
eighty members may speak. 


THE ROAD WILL BE BUILT. 


Jere Baxter Will Push Forward the Nash- 
ville and Knoxville to Completion. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 23.—(Special . }— 
Jere Baxter has secured backing and will 
at once proceed with the completion of 
the Nashville and Knoxville railroad, which 
is intended to run from Nashville to a 
point on the Cincinnati Southern. 

The road is already in operation from Le- 
banon to the Crawford coal field, a distance 
of fifty-six miles, having eighty-four miles 
to be built. 

Three hundred teams and wagons were 
sent out to the present terminus today and 
an effort is being made to secure state con- 
victs to build this road. « -

ALL ACCUSATIONS AGAINST HIMSELF 


The Prince Denounces as Inventions 
The Constitution Should Bethe Peo- 
ple’s First Object of Care, 


Berlin, August .23.—Prince Bismarck is 
still taking the waters at Kissengen. On 
Sunday last a party of (0 of his admirers 
from the Thuringia district, in central Gere 
many, arrived at Kissengen for the purpose 
of paying their respects to the aged ex- 
chancellor. This party, upon their arrival, 
were joined by SVU of the people visiting 
Kissengen, and together they proceeded to 
the villa occupied by Prince Bismarck and 
presented an. address to him. In reply te 
this address Prince Bismarck dwelt strongly 
upon the subject of German unity. He 
said: 

“Since 1871 we have been comparatively 
undisturbed by our French neighbors, whom 
providence placed where they are for the 
purpose of keeping us awake. The days 


p}have long gone by when France regarded 


au campaign in Germany es a sort of pleas- 
ure excursion. France knows well enough 
now what we are made of. We must give 
up. harping and cavilling at the present 
state of things with the object of making 
new arrangements. I refer to the semt- 
official utterances directed toward the at- 
tainment of a ‘greater Prussia.“ The na- 
tional liberals in 1848 had a cut and dried 
plan of this sort. In creating the unity of 
the empire I sought to preserve everything 
that was in any way compatible therewith, 

“The enthusiastic demonstrations I have 
received in the German states, outside of 
Prussia, have proved that my policy was 
right. To those Prussians who are not 
content and who wish to put everybody 
else jn their pockets, I say: ‘You are real 
particularists. You do not reeognize Ger 
many outside of Prussia.” I am sorry to 
see in the decline of my life the principles 
of the constitution being undermined by 
people who are trying to procure the cen- 
tralization of the imperial power. Do you 
believe it would be an advantage if the 
eight princes of Thuringia were replaced 
by an imperial govertfor? A German clings 
to his dynasties and the dynasties, tou, 
cling to Germany. All accusations against 
me are pure inventions. ff 1 wished to

Victim of Brunswick’s Fever. 

Dr. John William Branham, who died of 
yellow fever at Brunswick, on Sunday after- 
noon, was twenty-four years old. He was 
born in Walker county, Georgia, his parents 
being William Capers Branham and Cather- 
ive Branham. The father survives, and re- 
sides at the family home at Rising Fawn. 

Dr. Branham’s older brother, Dr. Joseph 
Henry Branham, went to Baltimore fifteen 
years ago, graduated in medicine at the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, and has 
since been a member of the faculty of that 
lustitution. When he was fourteen years old, 
Dr. Branham followed his brother to Balti- 
ide took a three-years’ course in the 
Baltimore City college, and then he entered 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, sub- 
Sequentiy graduating from that institution 
With first honor. He was almost immediately 
appointed to a responsible position in the 
Baitimore city quarantine service, which po- 
he held until May last, when he 
Was mude assistant surgeou In the United 
States murine hospital service. He at once 
took high rank in the new service, and, when 
the United States government determined to 
take charge of the quarantine station at 

Tunswick, Surgeon Carter, of the United 
States marine huspital service, recommended 
to Surgeon Generul Wyman that Dr. Bran- 
lam be piaced in command. Accordingly, Dr. 
Branham was. sent to Bruswick, arriving 
there about three weeks ago. 

Prior to going to Brunswick, Dr. Branham 
Was stationed on Staten Island, N. ¥. He

Favor Everywhere. 


GOLD COULD DO NO MORE THAN THEY DO 


For They Fass Current and Pny Debts, and 
Are Even Commandinga Premium, 
Other Towns May Follow. 


The clearing house certificates are now 
happy on the way. 

They are to be found everywhere and are 
in great demand. They have already 
done much towards relieving the banks 
and the people and will do a great deal 
more when the cotton crop is in the mar- 
ket and ready money is more needed than 
it is now. 

The certificates will get all over the city 
in a very few days to judge from the 
rush that is being made for them at the 
very start. There were several instances 
observed around at the banks yesterday of 
depositors asking for the certificates in- 
stead of money in payment of their checks. 
Business men actually bought tXem from 
some of the banks, paying the money down 
for them. 

This shows with what eagerness, and es- 
pecially the shrewd, thinking business men 
pull for the possession of the pretty little 
slips of blue tinted paper. 

Since the day The Constftution began to 
publish a list of leading merchants and 
manufacturers who wanted: the banks to 
issue these certificates it has been known 
that the people of Atlanta were almost a 
unit for the issue to be made, and for 
the certificates to be seattered to the four 
winds of trade and commerce. The sober, 
discerning men of business knew what 
great benefits would come of the certifi- 
cates at a time when the entire country 
was suffering from a scarcity of cash. 

Nearly all of the banks sold more or 
less of these certificates yesterday for 
eash plank down. In other words the pa- 
pers were bought from the banks. ‘This 
would indicate that they are even in great- 
er demand than money itself. 

Of course some of the purchasers of 
the certificates wanted to get them just 
for the eurosity of the thing, and then 
pass them on, while others wanted to be 
instrumental in getting’ them into immediate 
circulation. 

Mr. Steve Ryan’s Offer. 

A most remarkable evidence of confidence 
in the wisdom of the certificate plan comes 
from Manager Steve Ryan, of the Ryan 
Company, of this city. 

He not only expresses a desire to get hold 
of the certificates but offers 5 per cent on 
them to the amount of the purchase made 
at his store when one of the certificates is 
presented instead of the cash money. 

In an interview about his offer yesterday 
he made this explanation. Said he, *’To 
explain: A customer comes ih our dry 
goods house and buys a 86 pair of shoes 
for $3. He gives us in payment a clearing 
house certificate which calls for $5. He 
gets his shoes and 5 per cent premium on 
the amount of the purchase, or instead of 
$2 in change, $15 in ready cash.” 

And the City Will Take Them. 

The city of Atlanta will be glad to get 
her fingers on these certificates from the 
Atlanta banks. 

Yesterday the city tax collector announc- 
ed that he would be pleased to have the 
certificates in payment of the city taxes 
which are now due. 

Not only will the city take them in the 
payment of taxes but for the larger 
amounts due by individual citizens for 
sidewalk pavements and sewer improve- 
ments. 

All of this goes to show that the cer- 
tificates are even in greater demand than 
The Constitution has predicted they would 
be all this time. 

Other Cities Followed Suit. 

Since Atlanta has entered the certificate 
business many other Georgia towns and 
cities have followed suit. 

A telegram was received by the Del- 
bridge Paper Company, of this city, yester- 
day from the banking authorities of Albany 
asking for a quantity of the fine paper 
used by the Atlanta banks in printing the 
clearing house certificates. It is evident 
from this that the banks of that thriving 
Georgia city will follow Atlanta and issue 
certificates at an early date. 

It is said that the city of Griffin will do 
likewise. 

Indeed, it was rumored on the streets 
yesterday that the Griffin certificates were 
already being printed in one of the job 

printing houses of Atlanta. 

A rumor comes from Newnan that the 
banks there are thinking of issuing the cer- 
tificates, too. 

It seems that there is a general scarcity 
of cash in the country and that: the banks, 
having ail the collateral and capital behind 
them that they ever had, but needing more 
actual money, find it a desirable settlement 
of the financial question to issue these cer- 
tificates to supply the lack of currency jn 
their respective cities. 

May Need No More. 


As is very well known, the amount to 
which the clearing house papers have been 
issued in Atlanta is $90,000. 

This was thought to be enough for the 
city of Atlanta by the bankers at their first 
meeting, but they express the willingness 
if it should turn up later when the cotton 
comes in to issue more they will do it. 

Censidering the banking capital of the 
city $90,000 is a small issue. It may be 
that money will come easier from the east- 
ern markets a few months later, and this 
being the case the banks of Atlanta will 
hardly find it necessary to extend the issue 
even when it comes to moving the cotton 
crop. 

“They are working many benefits al- 
ready,” said a prominent banker yester- 
day, “and we may not need any more of 
them. Let that be as jt may, all of the 
certificates will be taken up by the banks 
before the Ist of January, and by that time 
the flow of money incident to the very har- 
vest and marketing of the cotton will have 
smoothed down every ripple of the financial 
trouble that is now on the country and 
every cloud will be blown away. All of 
the certificates will be back im the banks, 
redeemed and torn up by the Ist of Jan- 
vary.”

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Mr. Stone, the Bank Examiner, Has 
Pleasant Things to Say of Us, 


THE PEOPLE HAVE NERVE AND PUSH, 


And They Have Built a Wonderful New 
City On the Ashes of the Old—Im- 
presslons of a Close Observer. 


“Atlanta is the Chicago of the south,” 
says Mr. George W. Stone. Mr, Stone 
is the national bank examiner who had 
charge of the Gate City bank from the 
third day after it closed until it began to 
liquidate. 

The pleasant feature of Mr. Stone’s re- 
mark is that it was made when he got a 
long way off. His home is in Wilmington, 
Delaware, and when he got back home he 
was interviewed by a_ representative of 
The Morning News of his city, and it was 
to the reporter that he used the expres- 
sion above which would be considered in 
Chicago as complimentary. Of course, 
here in Atlanta it is used a little differ- 
ently for the phrase goes here that Chi- 
cago is the Atlanta of the west. 

Mr. Stone and his wife spent four months 
here, and now that they have returned 
home, say’ that their stay was charming. 
They made many pleasant acquaintances 
and warm friends here and they carried 
away none but pleasant recollections, In 
the interview referred to, Mr. Stone talks 
at length about Atlanta and says many 
agreeable things. The comparisons which 
he makes with his own city are always 
favorable to Atlatna. He likes the cli- 
mate which he says is as fine as there is 
in the world. Peachtree street he proper- 
ly pronounces one of the most beautiful any 
city can boast and surpassed in beauty by 
no street on the continent with the pos- 
sible exception of Icuclid avenue. He im- 
pressed his home people with the fact 
that -Georgia’s state house was built with- 
in the appropriation. 

“What of the people?’ Mr. Stone was 
asked. 

‘They are,” he replied, “an energ@tic, a 
pushing and nervy people. I wish to refer 
especially to what I consider their nerve. 
That is what has made the city grow and 
fiourish and become a great commercial 
center. This same nerve has made At- 
lanta the Chicago of the south. They have 
made it the most considerable city in the 
south—-that is the eastern part of the 
south. It is the center of the new south, 
of which the late Henry W. Grady was 
the father. All manner of men are to 
be found there, but the moving spirits are 
those who were to thewnanmer born. Men 
of brains and ability are welcomed here, 
no matter from whence they hail. The 
memory of Henry W. Grady, who did 
so much to make Atlanta known to the 
rest of the country and to the world, 
is doing much to maintain the high stand- 
urd which he set for the new south. There 
is a monument of Grady in the heart of 
the city, and in the offices of the busi- 
ness men will be found small busts of the 
young poet, orator and editor. The Grady 
memorial hospital is a magnificent institu- 
tion. It is twice as large as the two 
Wilmington hospitals put together, and 
it is one of the attractions of the city.” 

“How about street car facilities?” 

“They are simply great. Atlanta is far 
ahead of Wilmington in that respect. There 
are electric cars everywhere, apd all lines 
meet at a common center in the ciey, very 
much like the corner of Eighth and Mar- 
ket Wilmington. They meet at 
the intersection of Broad and Marietta 
streets and then branch out lke . the 
spokes of a wheel. At this intersection 
there is much more space than at Eighth 
and Market streets. One can go in any 
direction on the ears. There is one ride, 
known as the ‘nine-mile circuit,’ which can 
be taken for ten cents. Three miles of the 
ride is through the woods and away from 
the sight of houses. The steam railroads 
eome into the city from every direction, 
and from that fact the city has obtained 
the name of the Gate City,” 

“How did you find what is known as the 
social problem; that is, did you see any 
evidence of race differences in Atlanta?’ 

“Tl am glad that you asked me that. 
During a conversation with one of the 
most prominent citizens I asked about the 
race question. His reply, made with a 
smile, was that there was no problem of 
that kind. The relations between the 
whites and the negroes are pleasant. So 
far as my observation went there is no 
friction. The whites and the negroes un- 
derstand eadh ‘other, ahd there is no 
disposition to make any tronble. There is 
no jar whatever... A gentleman, who has 
an intimate knowledge of the south and 
its social questions, declared to me that 
the ‘only education needed in the south 
by the negro was an industrial educa- 
tion.’ ” 

“The growth of Atlanta,’ Mr. Stone con- 
tinued, “is steady. There is no attempt to 
boom business. There is a healthy, grad- 
ual development along all lines. The 
growth of the city is substantial, and it 
is fast becoming the home of men of char- 
acter who will make Atlanta one of the 
molding places of the south, the future 
of which will largely depend upon what 
Atlanta does. When one considers that 
it was less than thirty vears ago that At- 
lanta was burned, at the time of Sher- 
man’s great march, and then sees the fine 
city which has been erected on the ashes. 
the energy, the push and the nerve of 
the people can oe better appreciated than 
by anything that I can say. There are 
nine_banks in the city, only one of which 
is a national bank. 

“T might say a great deal more of At- 
lanta, but the brief outline of my obser- 
vations. which I have given you will prob- 
ably open the eyes of those who do not 
know what a commercial and social cen- 
ter the home of Grady has become. As I 
said before my memories of Atlanta will 
always be the most pleasant. My public 
duties—not of a pleasant character—were 
relieved by the universal courtesy, ‘the 
good fellowship and marked efforts dis- 
played in the desire to make my visit pleas- 
ant. I found that there was a large pro- 
portion of intelligent, educated and _ intel- 
lectual people in the capital of Georgia. 
The friendships which I made there, dur- 
ing the intervals" when not engaged in 
my work, will, I hope, be lasting.”

The Constitution of yesterday contained 
an account of the rather mysterious ac- 
tion of Martin Smith. It will be remem- 
bered that three weeks ago he married a 
young woman of seventeen summers and 
the two began living at 352 Decatur street. 
Smith, who was a carpenter, kept at his 
work, little changed by the happiness his 
married life brought, but Tuesuay after- 
noon he sent his wife a strange telephonic 
message.

Yesterday morning Mrs. Thomas went to 
Pannell’s store and the two talked over 
the matter. What passed between them had 
only the effect of widening the breach be- 
tween them and when they parted it was 
With feelings of even greater bitterness than 
they had before experienced. One or two 
witnesses were present ald heard wuat 
passed between 2t’anuell and his sister. 

Shortly after his sister left his place 
of business, Paunel raised u big racket 
aud rushed about like a man possessed. 
He swarmed around his money drawer 
greatly excited dnd said that his sister had 
stolen $400 from him. He © said he had 
seen her waik behind the counter and go 
near the money drawer, but did not sus- 
pect that she would take anything. 

Soon after breaking out in this man- 
ner, Panne! hurried to his sister's home 
on Factory street anda Ilitely row be 
tween brother and sister ensued. Mrs. 
Thomas was accused of stealing $400 which 
she denied most vigorously. Her denial 
only angered her brother the more, and 
he told her that unless she left the city at 
once he would have her wearing shackles. 
She says he made many hard threats and 
she was so badly frightened that she sent 
her daughter for an officer.

Dollars Damages, 


THE CRIMINAL COURT IN FULL MOTION 


J.G@. Sprayberry Was Fined Fifty Dollars 
Yesterday Morning—Other Fines 
and Suits—Court Gossip. 


A suit for $500 damages was filed yester- 
day by Pat Whalen, a day laborer, and the 
allegations show a sad state of affairs in 
his family. 

Whalen claims that S. C. Glass has gar- 
nisheed his wages and that they have been 
held back from him to the amount of 
$36.40 for the past three weeks. The suit 
is also directed against Justice of the Peace 
Orr and L. Mitchell. 

It is alleged in the petition by Whalen 
that neither he, his wife, nor his children 
had had anything to eat from last Saturday 
night until] Monday morning; and that on 
Monday of this week he was obliged to go 
to his work without breakfast or dinner, 
and had to depend upon the generosity of 
his fellow-workmen to get through the 
day with enough food to keep him up. 

He claims that his house rent is now 
due and that it is unpaid, as he has no 
money with which to pay it. Whalen says 
that he fears that his family will be thrown 
out of their home if the rent is not forth- 
coming. He alleges that this state of af- 
fairs was brought about by the garnish- 
ment of his wages by S. C. Glass. His 
attorneys are Gowdy and Haralson. 

The Train Struck Him. 

J. S. Cook was injured on the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad crossing near 
fast Point on the 2ist of August, 1892. 
Yesterday there was a suit for $5,000 dam- 
ages filed by him against the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad. He alleges that he 
was about to cross the tracks of the de- 
fendant’s road, and had previously looked 
ahead to see that no train was near. He 
had just started on the tracks when he sud- 
denly discovered a train running at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour within twenty 
yards of hit. The time was short and 
his needs pressing, so Cook says, that he 
fell out of the wagon in short order. The 
wagon was worth $100, the mule was in- 
jured $75 worth, and the rest is claimed 
for personal injuries. 

Wants a Total Divorce. 
W. F. Allford, of Bartow county, filed 


a suit for divorcee yesterday against his 
wife, Mary Jane Allford, of Fulton coun- 
ty. The petition alleges that the two were 
married in 1845 and that in 1883 Mary 
Jane Allford deserted her husband with- 
out any apparent cause. A total divorce 
is sued for. 
The Fine Was R>initted. 

The turf exchange eases, which have 
been postponed and carried over until they 
rival Patrolman Kerlin’s case, were again 
continued yesterday; this time until NSat- 
urday. The continuance was on account 
of the absence of Colone] Ellis, attorney 
for the turf exchange people. 

Just before he retired from the court- 
room, after the ¢ase had been continued, 
Mr. James Twneh, one of the defendants, 
took oceasion to remark to Solicitor 
Thomas: 

“I believe you are trying to make an ex- 
ample of me.” 

Judge Van Epps requested him to re- 
Meat the sentence, which he did, and he 
was prcegiptly fined $5. Solicitor Thomas 
made an appeal in behalf of Mr. Lynch. 
Mr. Lynch apologized to the court and the 
fine was remitted. 

This Fine Wasn't Remitted. 

The case of a negro charged with lar- 
eceny from the house was called and the 
prosecutor, who was also a witness, fail- 
ed to aypear. 

An attachment was taken out and a 
bailiff sent in search of the delinquent, 
Mr. W. If. Terrell. He was soon found 
and brought into court. He was inade an 
example of to the amount of $10 fine for 
contempt of court. The ease will be heard 
this.morning. 

Fined Him Fifty Dollars. 


J. G. Sprayberry, who runs a_ saloon 
on Deeatur street, was fined $50 for self- 
ing whisky to a man named I. C. Clay 
He was convicted and fined the amount 
stated, but was given the alternative of 
three months in the chaingang.

for the purposes necessary to the corporate 
iuterests. 

4th. To establish by-laws and make rules 
and regulations deemed necessary for the in- 
rerests of and governing this company, such 
pot be inconsistent with the laws of Geor- 
gia and the provisions of this charter. 

Sth. To appoint sucn subordinate officers 
and agents in addition to the president, 
secretary and treasurer as the affairs of the 
ecrporation may require; to designate the 
name of all offices and fix the salaries of all 
officers. 

«th. To borrow morey and issue notes or 
bonds upon the faith of the corporate prop- 
erty; also to execute a mortgage or mort- 
gages as further security for redemption of 
money thus borrowed. 

fth. To buy and sell all kinds of products, 
and deal in all kinds of merchandise; to es- 
tablish ceal and wood yards in the city of 
Atianta and any other cities or towns in 
the state of Georgia, making the city of 
Atlanta its principal place of business; to re- 
eeive and sell upon commission coal, wood, 
lime and all mineral products. 

The following provisions and restrictions 
are coupled with said grant of powers: 

ist. The failure to elect officers at 
proper time does not dissolve the corpora- 
tion, but those in office hold until the elec- 
tion or oppointment and qualification of their 
successors. 

2d. The terms of all officers shall be fixed 
by the by-laws of the corporation; the same, 
however, not to exceed two years. 

3d. The corporation may by by-laws make 
regulations concerning stbscriptions for or 
transfer of stock, fix upon the amount of 
capital to be invested in the enterprise, the 
division of the same into shares, and the 
time required for payment thereof by the 
subscribers for stock, the amount to be called 
ut any one time, and in case of failure of 
any stockholder to pay the amount thus sub- 
scribed by him at the time and in the 
amount thus ealled, a right of action shall 
exist in the corporation against said default- 
ing stockholder for the same.
